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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to show or to suggest an interferometer for measuring the 
shape of an optical element using interference comprising of all the elements as presently 
claimed, said interferometer comprising a reference wave-front generating unit for generating a 
reference wave front for measuring the surface shape, which is provided in a target optical path, 
wherein the interferometer includes an Alvarez lens. 

The prior art of record also fails show or to suggest an interferometer for measuring the 
shape of an optical element using interference, said interferometer comprising a reference wave- 
front generating unit, provided in a target optical path, for generating a reference wave front as a 
measurement reference for the surface shape, wherein the reference wave-front generating unit 
variably generates a fourth-order or higher component of a moving radius of the reference wave 
front. 

The prior art of record also fails to show or to suggest an interference measurement 
method for measuring the surface shape of an optical element using interference comprising of 
steps as presently claimed having the combination of dividing the measurement surface into at 
least two segments and interference-measuring each segment, wherein in measuring a sureface 
shape, a wave front as a measurement reference for a measurement of at least one segment is an 
aspheric wave front.
